Fuchsia is a gardening de-
light to beginning and advanced
gardeners both, for it literally
seems to help its grower aleng.

This flowering shrub' is
named for a sixteenth century
German professor, Leonard
Fuchs, who was a leading her-
balist and worked hard to es-
tablish a method of botanical
terminology. The fuchsia is na-
tive to Central and South Amer-
ica, Mexico, and the West In-
dies, These geographical areas
will readily indicate the type of
growing conditions the fuchsia
‘needs: humidity, partial shade,
molisture and lots of food.

In California these conditions
are best met along the coast,
although, as a contradiction to
this, some varieties of fuchsias
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opening May 6 and 7, Moore

stated.
